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Anti-gay violence alarming 


It was a quiet, peaceful evening in New York 
City’s predominantly gay Greenwich Village district 
last month when a crazed driver suddenly raced 
down Christopher Street, unleashing a torrent of 
bullets upon the crowded sidewalk. In the bloody 
aftermath, two young men lay dead and half adozen 
others injured, several seriously. The suspect, a 
father of three, was described by one police officer 
as having a ‘rather intense hatred of homosexuals ' 


Just one example of a crime against one of the 
most persecuted minorities in America. the 
phenomenon has been increasing nationwide at an 
alarming rate 

In San Francisco, concerned members of the gay 
community recently formed Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV). an organization which 
monitors street muggings and crime against gays 
According to Dick Stingel, president of CUAV 
violence against gays has quadrupled in the past 
year 

Concerned about the problem, Mayor Dianne 
Feinsiein issued an “open letter to the gay com- 
munity,” Claiming to have increased the number of 
police patrols in high - crime areas of the city In ad- 
dition, she said more officers would become 
available as the staffing level of the police 
department reaches 1.880 by next summer 

It is probably difficult for the average American to 
understand the fear a gay person lives under. Itis not 
the fear, as it once was, of having their homosex- 
uality discovered for they have become too open 
and honest about their sexuality to allow for that 
Certainly, there are still fears of losing friends and 


relatives, jobs and housing (there are still few 
protective laws), when a person first openty 
acknowledges his/her homosexuality 

But the fear of verbal or physical assault is now 
the primary concern of the openly gay person. In 
Sacramento, violence against gays has steadily in- 
creased over the past two years 

In January 1979, a bomb exploded in a garage bin 
outside the Bojangles bar, which has catered to the 
gay community in recent years. Fortunately, no one 
was injured in the incident although the bin was des- 
troyed, and several cars in the parking lot were 
damaged by fiying shrapnel 

In the summer of the same year, three people 
were injured by a sniper's gunfire from the Highway 
50 overpass which overlooks Bojangle'’s outdoor 
patio A four - inch gaping hole was left in the wail by 
the bullets 

More recently, a gay man was mugged by three 
men after leaving the Hut, another gay disco in Sac 
ramento. Though he managed to escape before be- 
Ing seriously injured, he received numerous bruises 
and several cuts which needed stitches 

It's difficult to find solutions to the growing 
problem. An increase in police protection in high - 
crime areas may offer a little support. Even so, the 
problem represents a much larger problem within 
society one that will always be with us. We can 
only hope the causes of hate and prejudice ir) our 
society will soon reach a minimum, and gays can be 
free to be themselves without fearing violence 
harassment or any other of society's ills

Anyone interested in getting a first - hand view of 
representative government in action should attend 
one of the city council hearings in Sacramento's City 
Hall 

Depending on the issues, you will walk into an 
empty or semi - full room of concerned citizeris 

The council people sit at the front of the room 
elevated in a half - disk setting. Tne mayor sits in the 
center of the setting elevated to higher degree 
The elevated setting (depending on one's inter- 
pretation) allows better vision for the public or 
adheres to the authority and ritual of a hierarchy 

A variety of amazing things happen at these 
hearings. For example, pleas by speakers are con- 
tinuaily being stopped or ridiculed. That is, alayper- 
son who does not have the knowledge of legisiative 
jargon is seidom allowed to express his intent with 
his own means of expression

language and study law in order to participate. This 
is evident when you look at the recent November 
ballot. The descriptions of the issues were hardly

The council people continuaily respond with 
“The issue is." “What is it you are trying to say 
“How is this relevant,” or, “Stick to the issue.” This is 
reasonabie for the tired and hard working 
politicians. However, you also get tired and hard 
working laypersons attending these city council 
meetings. (Their time is just as precious as the coun- 
cilmembers’ after the regular work day hours.) Yet 
these city council people will repeatedly embarrass, 
and worse yet, not pay attention to, the local 
speaker 

The counciipeople can be seen joking, giving the 
appearance of astute attention and conversing 
amongst themselves while the person is addressing 
them, or best yet, laughing at comments spoken by 
the layperson. Boredom and annoyance are other
